The Ruins 
of the City were 436 Acres, extending, from the Tower, along 
the Thames Side, to the Temple Church ; and from the North- 
eaſt Gate, along the City Wall, to Holbowrn-bridge, or Fleer- 
ditch. During the Continuance of the Fire, the King, and 
the Duke of York, and many of the Nobility and Great 
Miniſters, uſed their utmoſt Endeavours to prevent the ſpread- 
ing of it ; they made the Round of the Fire uſually twice a 
Day,
